At first Marilla and Mathew were going to send Anne back, but they soon felt an affectionate 
touch for her and let her stay at Green Gabels (Marilla and Mathew’s home). 


The first character that | will describe is Anne. Anne is a young orphan girl of 11 years of 
age and she is very thin, has long, red, braided hair and a very pretty nose (I have never seen it 
but every one says so). 

She likes to use long and complicated words. She takes delights and sorrows very 
seriously.

Diana likes to talk about boy’s, is honest, sweet and she has more common sense 
than Anne.

Willows, Anne’s House of Dreams, and Anne of Ingleside). | noticed how much | daydream and | 
have learned to find out why | like the books | like to read or don’t like. 

| have also learned that books don’t have to have a plot, or an exciting mistery, or a villain 
to make a story interesting.
